PRINTED IN THE UNITED STATES. 



In the Catholic Church the Holy Scriptures do not 
occupy the same position as in the various denominations 
formed among those who left her bosom in the great schism 
of the sixteenth century. To the Catholic, the Bible is net 
ther a school-book, a ritual, nor a popular treatise on theol- 
ogy ; consequently Bibles are not profusely scattered. For 
reverential perusd and devout meditation, a compara- 
tively small number of them suffices. The circulation 
of the English Catholic versions of the Scriptures was, 
moreover, till the close of the last century, attended with 
great risk to all concerned. The first translation made 
for their use was made and printed abroad; BhehnSi 
Douay, Amsterdam and Bouen, are the imprints of tbe 
first copies. Then came copies without name or place 
—editions printed in England or Ireknd, at the risk <^ a 
prffimunire. Some periods were more disastrous than 
others. The rise of the Puritans, the overthrow oi 
the monarchy, the consequent impoverishment of the 
Catholic nobility and gentry, their tri&ls under the plot- 
dishonored reign of the dissolute Charles, the anti-Catho- 
lic excitement under James II — ^kept alive by "William, 
Anne, and the Georges, as a prop to the unsteady throne 
— all these left the Catholics scarcely time to breathe, and 
little to undertake any necessary work. 

The overthrow of the last hopes of the Stuarts at 
Oulloden, enabled the Government to rely on it» own 
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strength, and no longer appeal to the passions of the 
masses. Hence began a new era. 

The American Revolution gave comparative freedom 
and seeming equality to the Catholics in the United States, 
and exhorted concessions even for those in the British 
Isles. Before the war the Catholics in America had sub- 
scribed freely to an edition issued sub rosa in Dublin. 
Now delivered from the payment of double taxes in 
Maryland, and allowed to rattle over Virginian roads 
behind a decent nag, and even appear as witnesses in 
the courts of that commonwealth — enriched, too, in some 
States with the elective franchise so far as to vote — ^they 
could take measures to act in concert and get up such 
works as they needed. It is a significant fact that in 
1784, the year after the Peace, while all was still unset- 
tled, one of them began the business of a Catholic pub- 
lisher, by issuing a history of the Bible ; and only six 
years after this, the first Catholic Bible issued in America 
appeared, with the encouragement and sanction of the 
Archbishop of Baltimore and his clergy. 

The following pages contain a bibliographical account 
of this and subsequent editions of the Bible, and of Tes- 
taments and other portions of the Scripture, issued by 
Catholics, in English, Spanish, and German, of the Cath- 
olic editions issued by the Bible Society, and of a Pro- 
testant reprint of the Bhemish Testament of 1582, so 
that it forms a complete bibliography of all the transla- 
tions of the Latin Vulgate printed in the United States. 



ENGLISH CATHOLIC VERSIONS. 

It is a common supposition, justified indeed by the 
title-pages of most of the Bibles and Testaments in chr- 
culation among Catholics, that the Old Testament is a 
reprint of that originally issued at Douay, and the New 
Testament a reprint of that of Rheims. Few, compara- 
tively, either among Catholics or non-Catholics are 
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aware, that among the many Catholic Bibles and Testa- 
ments, Tery few are exact reprints of any previous edi- 
tion, but that, in fact, there are nearly as many versions, 
or at least recensions, as there are editions, and that the 
names Bheims and Douay have become actual misnomers. 
To give some definite idea on the point, a list is here 
added of the more important versions or recensions : 

L The Rhemish Testament of 1582. 

This was translated at the English College at Bheims, 
in France, (an establishment under the secular clergy) 
by the Rev. Gregory Martin, revised and annotated by 
Cardinal Allen and Drs. Richard Bristow and John Rey- 
nolds. It was published in 1582 with the approbation of 
the Yicar-General and three theologians of Rhcims. 

n. The Douay Bible of 1609. 

The Old Testament was also translated by Rev. Gre- 
gory Martin, who died in 1582 ; but wars compelling the 
removal of the college from Rheims to Douay, doubtless 
retarded the publication of the Old Testament, and the 
hostility evinced in England to the New Testament, 
made it a dangerous work to introduce or have. Hence 
the Old Testament did not appear tiU 1609, with notes 
by Rev. Dr. Thomas Worthington. This bore the appro- 
bation of three theologians of the University of Douay. 

An edition published at Rouen in 1633-5, may be styled 
the first complete edition of the whole. 

The Rhemish Testament was reprinted in 1738, with 
modifications, and the notes are appended to a Liverpool 
Testament, in 1788. They were also incorporated into 
an edition of the Bible issued by McNamara, a Catholic, 
and Cummings, a Protestant, in Irdand, in 1816 ; and 
some, considered as exceedingly offensive, were seized upon 
as an argument against Catholic emancipation. A re- 
print of the original Rhemish was issued at New York 
during the anti-Catholic excitement of 1834, and is no- 
ticed in these pages. 
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m. The 'next Catholic version was a translaticm of 
the New Testament by the Rev. 0. Nary, an Irish cler- 
gyman, which appeared in 1718, but has never been re- 
printed. 

IV. This was followed in 1730 by another version from 
the pen of Dr. Witham, President of Donay College, 
which, like the last, never became popular. 

V. In 1749, the Rev. Richard Challoner, of the same 
college, issued a revision of Dr. Martin's Testament, 
which was approved by the College, and has been a basis 
for later editions. 

In the following year he issued a revision of the Old 
Testament of Dr. Martin, with the New Testament of 
1749, modified in several passages. 

This was succeeded by a New Testament in 1752, dif- 
fering very much from that of 1749. 

VI. About 1784 the Rev. Bernard McMahon was se- 
lected by Dr. Carpenter, Archbishop of Dublin, to revise 
the New Testament which appeared in that year, and 
ran through several editions, variously modified. He also 
edited -an edition of the whole Bible, under the direction 
of Archbishop Troy in 1791, in which the modifications 
are chiefly in the New Testament. 

Vn. Haydock*s Bible, which appeared in 1811, follows 
Dr. Challoner*s Bible pretty closely in the text, but has 
very extensively-selected notes. 

Vni. The Bible issued by McNamara & Cummings, 
Dublin and Cork, 1816, and edited by the Rev. P. Walsh, 
of Dublin, followed Dr. Challoner in the Old Testament 
and the Liverpool Rhemish Testament of 1788, but has 
never been reprinted. In this country it is almost un- 
known, and there is not a shadow of foundation for the 
assertion made in the violent* and ignorant preface of the 

* It uses the terms. Papist, Popish, Romish and Romanist— terms 
which Catholics consider as vulgar and insulting nick-names, and with 
wMch, consequently, no one claiming to be a gentleman wUl even sully 
hisUpg. 
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Ehemisli Testament of 1834, that copies were privately 
imported, and sold only to persons who produced an order 
of a Vicar-Greneral ; and it is unfortunate that Dr. Cot- 
ton should have adopted the statement in his lUieims and 
Douay. 

IX. The Bible issued in Dublin m 1825, under the su- 
pervision of Archbishop Murray, follows the last in the 
Old Testament, and Dr. Challoner*s Testaments of 3 749 
and 1750 for the New.

X. The new translation of Archbishop F. P. Ken- icV, 
not yet complete, the volumes hitherto published embracing 
all, however, but the historical books of the Old Testa- 
ment. 

XI. The Pictorial New Testament, edited by Rev. J. 
McMahon, and the edition of Haydock, edited by the 
same, which may be regarded as new translations. 



AUTHORITY OF THESE VERSIONS. 

As the first English Catholic Bibles were issued on the 
Continent, the Bishops in whose dioceses they appeared, 
were not competent to decide on the fidelity of a version 
in a foreign language, and the early copies bear merely 
the censure of theologians, on which a mere imprimatur 
was given. 

The fact that Bishop Challoner had no ecclesiastical 
superior in Eogland, explains the absence of an approba- 
tion to his Bible ; and the first which bear the approba< 
tion directed in the decree of the Fourth Session of the 
Council of Trent were the Dublin Testament of 1783, 
approved by Archbishop Carpenter, and the Bible of 1791, 
approved by Archbishop Troy. 

In the United States the first approbation is in the 
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Georgetown Testament, although Archbishop Carroll, m 
the Synod of 1791, virtually approved the 1790 Bible. 

No edition has ever been passed upon by the Congre- 
gation of the Index at Rome, as appears from the remarks 
of Cardinal Cappellari on the decrees of the first Council 
of Baltimore.

Carey's quarto bible, 1790. 

The first Catholic Bible printed in the United States 
is due to the zeal and energy of one whose name will 
ever be remembered among American publishers ; that 
is Matthew Carey, of Philadelphia, His family is no 
longer Catholic, and the house which he founded, and 
which for a time furnished Cailiolics with many useful 
works, is no longer even neutral, yet we all owe a debt 
to its founder. 

The issue of a Bible for so small a body as the Catho- 
lics were in 1790, was a project of no little magnitude ; 
and when we recollect that the only Protestant one 
sought the protection and aid of Congress, and that the 
New England clergy deemed the project of issuing one 
in Boston too great an undertaking, the zeal of Catho- 
lics in disseminating the Scriptures is certainly worthy 
of remark, and in itself an answer to many popular 
charges.

This Bible, so far as regards the text, is a repaint of 
Challoner's second edition of the Bible. 1763-4, 5 vols. 
12mo. 

In the following year, Dr. Troy's Bible — that is, the 
Rev. Mr. McMahon's revision of Bishop Challoner's 
translation, made under the direction of the Most Bev. 
Dr. Troy, Archbishop of Dublin — appeared ; and as the 
modifications met with general acceptance, Mr. Carey 
some years later issued a reprint of this also.

The expression, " First American from the Fifth Dub- 
lin edition," meaning only the first American edition of 
Dr. Troy's Bible, has led many to suppose this the first 
American Catholic Bible, and it is so mentioned in Dr. 
Cotton's Rheims and Doway, and in Bohn's edition of 
Lowndes' Bibliographer's Manual. 



BIBL88 AKNOUNOED IN 1817, 1819,1622. 

W. Duffy, who published a Testament at Goorgetowa, 
in 1817, annoances in some c(^ies, as I am told by Dr. 
E. B. O'Callaghan, an edition of the whole Bible as in 
press, and in part actually printed, but I cannot learn 
what progress he ever made, or why he stopped it.* 

In " The Christian's Monitor," a Prayer Book pub- 
lished at New York by W. H. Creagh, in 1819, the 
compiler, the Rev. Wm. Taylor, says in his preface : 

'* I beg leave to annoanee to the Roman Catholics of 
this country my intention of causing to be published in 
this city an edition of the Doway translation of the 
Scriptures, with approved notes, selected and translated 
from unexceptionable commentators and expositors. A 
prospectus, in a few days, will be circulated, to obtain a 
fiofficient number of subscribers." 
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How far he proceeded in his attempt I have no* 
learned. 

Bernard Domin, quite an extensive Catholic pub- 
lisher for his time, faces the title-page of his " Sincere 
Christian/' in 1822, with an announcement dosing as 
follows : 

" He farther informs his numerous Catholic friends^ 
that he intends publishing, early in the ensuing winter, 
two editions of the Doway Bible, with superb engrav- 
ings, one in folio and the other in quarto, in order to ao- 
commodate purchasers. These editions, for superiority 
as to paper and typographical execution, have not been 
equaled even in Europe," etc. 

He never carried out his plan, but it led to the edir 
tions of Eugene Cummiskey, in 18^.

This edition was got up as a weapon at the epoch of 
one of the Anti-Catholic excitements which recur at 
stated periods in this country. The notice and recommen- 
dations bear the signatures of over one hundred Protes- 
tant clergymen. The certificate signed " John Breckin- 
ridge,William C. Brownlee, D.D., Thomas De Witt, D. D., 
Duncan Dunbar, Archibald Maclay, William Patton," 
declares " after examination we do hereby certify, that the 
present reprint is an exact and faithful copy of the original 
work, without abridgment or addition, except that the 
Latin of a few phrases, which were translated by the an- 
notators and some unimportant expletive words were 
undesignedly omitted." However clever they may have 
been in their calling, they were certainly no very good 
proof-readers, for the volume has what printers call some 
" pretty bad outs" as any one may judge by comparing 
the very first page of the preface with the original " prmted 
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at Bheims by lohn Fogny, 1582, cum privilegio." The 
" censure and approbation " is omitted. 

The introductory address to Protestants is a marvel 
of historical and bibliographical ignorance. The College 
at Rheims, the head-quarters of the English secular clergy 
in all the unhappy strife between the secular and r^ular 
parties, is here spoken of as a Jesuit College, and the trans- 
lators as Jesuits! The affair of Macnamara's Bible, in 
which the notes of the Rheraish Testament were intro- 
duced as they had boon in editions in 1 738 and 1788, is en- 
tirely misrepresented, and the fact concealed, that that 
Bible, which in the period of the struggle for Catholic 
emancipation funiishcd a very fortunate topic for inflam- 
ing the public mind, was got up as a speculation, by a 
Catholic bookseller and a Protestant printer, and com- 
pleted by the latter on the former's failure : but the 
strangest feature of the preface ia a charge boldly made, 
that only mutilated Bibles were allowed to be printed and 
sold among the Catholic public in America ; while Euro- 
pean copies were constantly imported, and privately sold 
to the initiated only, who had to obtain an order for that 
purpose from the Vicar-General of the different dioceses. 
Where, or how such an idea could have entered the brain 
of any man, is not so easy to discover, but any acquain- 
tance with bibliography shows its utter impossibility; 
and, as according to Doctor Cotton, Cumming, the Pro- 
testant prmter of the obnoxious Bible, sent most of his 
copies to America, it is not easy to see how they could 
not have got to Protestant hands, or how the Catholic 
clergy could have got the control of them. Certainly no 
such thing as orders from Vicars-Greneral were ever heard 
of among Catholic Bible buyers in America, and very 
few foreign printed English Catholic Bibles have ever 
been imported, till Dolman of London, acquired the plates 
of his very neat pocket Bible, which has been very largely 
add in this country.

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Though stereotyped, this edition seems neyer to have 
been printed a second time, as I have never seen a copy 
of a later date. It is a pity that it is scarce, as it gives 
Catholic students a pretty fair reprint of the original 
Bhemish in a cheap form.
